However much this yourg lady may have been overrated by some, 
and underrated by others, certes she is a very valuable acquisition 
to the English st»ge os a siager. She gave her first song, Purcell’s 
‘© Virgio’s ar2 like the fair flower,’’ with much feeling ; ** Oh 
ponder well,” she sang sweetly, and io ‘* Cease your funning,”’ 
was tapturously encored. We think on the whole Miss Austiao’s 
Polly is far superior to her M/andane. Madame Ves'ris, as Lucy, 
performed admirably, and seng her songs with charming simplicity, 
liveliness, andgrace, Harrison made a bit as Macheath ; be was 
encored in “ If the heart of a man.” and “ How happy,” .which 
ballads he sang beautifully ; be also dressed the character well. 
Farren was very clever ss Pcachum, and Harley’s Filch, Bartley’s 
Lockit, and Mre. C, Jones’s Mrs. Peachum, were admirable per- 
formances. Harrison and Miss Austin were loudly called for at the 
close, and the piece announced for repetition witb great applause.

Bulwer, but the sbove will shew how easily such charges may be 
made. Similar incidents, and indeed chsracters occur 1n numerous 
telesand dramas. It isin the use made of them that we must look 
for originalty on the writer’s parts. é 

ADELPHI.—Anotber cramatic version of Ainsworth’s Romance, 
Crichton, was, last night, produced at this house under the title 
of The Knightof the Dragon ; or, the Queenof Beauty, by 
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Mr. E.Stirliog. It is but another edition of the Spectacla pro- 
duced a season or ‘wo ago at Astley’s, beasring the same title as 
the novel, the langusge of both is almort the same as the originel 
wiiting, last nighi’s performance is the most superior from the 
circumstance of all the spleadid armour used st the Egliaton Tour- 
osment being introduced with grand effect ; the Drama has been 
superinteaded by Mr. Yates, who performs Henry of Valois, 
King of France, in a most excellent manner. Lyoa played 
Crichton, but ve have not at present spaca to nota tha entira 
range of charsct rs, saffice it to say the piece is excessively splen- 
cid, and the curtaia fell amid the Joud plaadits of a very crowded 
house.
